I. Claims 1 and 2, drawn to a head slider including two different positive 
pressure area, classified in class 360, subclass 236.2. 

II. Claims 4-8, drawn to a head slider including a front air bearing and a rear 
air bearing surfaces detail, classified in class 360, subclass 235.4. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case. Invention I has separate utility such 
as the second area is designed to generate a positive pressure larger than a positive 
pressure generated at the first area when a load acting on the slider body in a direction 
toward a recording medium decreases. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: Group II includes species as follows: 

a) Claims 3-6, regarding to "the outflow end of the front air bearing surface is 
located closer to the outflow end of the medium-opposed surface at the second area 
than at the first area". 
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b) Claims 3-4 and 7-8, regarding to "tlie inflow end of the front air bearing surface 
is located closer to the outflow end of the medium-opposed surface at the second area 
than at the first area".
